The Question as to How the Sewage 
of Covin* Shall he Disposed of for 
the Next Few Tears Has Been Sub­ 
mitted to the Taxpayers For Their 
Decision.

The question of t h e installation of a 
sewer system is n o w squarely \ip to 
the people. 
T h e members of t h e board 
of 
trustees, t h r o u g h t h e chairman of 
the sewer committee, Mr. R. A. Welch, 
have t h i s week mailed to t h e t a x p a y e r s 
of t h e city a b l a n k ballot nsking for 
an expression as to whether or not t h e 
construction of a sewer system a t this 
time is desired. 


At 
an election 
hold 
December 30, 


1911, 
bonds were voted in the sum of 
$70,000 for t h e purpose of establishing 
a sewer system, a n d later $16,000 of 
these bonds were sold and the amount 
applied 
to t h e purchase 
price 
of a 
sewer farm of 54 acres, located 
three 
and one-half milos southwest of Covina. 
To d a t e , ' $ 4 0 0 0 
of theso 
bonds 
have 
been paid, n a d there is $2000 in t h e 
city 
treasury for the t h i r d 
p a y m e n t , 
so t h a t on J a n u a r y 1st, 1917, there will 
still b e due on t h e bonds sold t h e sum 
of 
$10,000, which is t h e a m o u n t t h e 
city still owes on t h e sewer farm.

the total bond issuo of $70,000 
there 
remains unsold $54,000.

ORCHARD CUI,TIVATION. 
W. M. Mortz, superintendent of eul 
tivations at the Riverside 
experiment 
station, gave a practical talk on oreh 
ard cultivation, which 
met 
with tho 
approval of everyone 
because of its 
practical 
atmosphere. 
H e has boon 
heard before here nt the Farmers' CTul 
and also took a prominent part in the 
discussions at the recent 
citrus innti 
tute in Riverside. 


The

than good is being done by beginning 
to cultivate in an orchard 
too 
soon 


evaporating, 
and 
this has 
led us to 
put the tools on the ground before it 
was dry enough to crumble up in the 
right manner, and this has caused a 
hard sub-surface to be formed, a sled- 
runner plow-sole, that robs the 
lower 
roots of the water and fertilizer (that 
they should get. 


It is not enough that the surface of 
the ground should be crumbly and in 
good 
condition for cultivation. Tho 
soil a foot or more down should be in­ 
vestigated to see if it is in a puddled 
condition. It will not do t o cultivate 
when you can squeeze water from a 
handful of soil. 


A soil that does not have 
aeration 
is a dead soil, he said. 
The organisms 
will not work in it. 
I t lies dormant 
until it receives air, and the practice 
of cultivating too soon after an irriga­ 
tion has resulted in the stopping up of 
the pores of the ground, rendering the 
lower strata impervious to water and 
plant-food and air. 


In speaking of organic matter, such 
as barnyard 
manure and 
cover-crops, 
he said that the cultivator must thor­ 
oughly incorporate this in the soil. It 
must be gotten down where the plant 
can feed upon it and where it will de­ 
compose 
quickly. 
Bulky 
manures do 
not decompose on the surface 
excex>t 
very clowly, and much of the beneficial 
part i s lost 
through 
oxidation, the 
passing off in gaseous formation in the 
nir. I t i s well to plow all green man­ 
ures in deep enough so that, they are 
thoroughly covered. He said that in the 
case of commercial fertilizers the drill 
should g o low 
enough so that t h e 
plant actually can feed upon the mater­ 
ial quickly. In the east, much of the 
commercial fertilizer is put right in the 
furrow when plowing. This will not do 
with 
superphosphates, as the 
contact 
would tend to burn the roots, but with 
all organic material it i s a good plan. 


In 
his 
experience at Riverside' he 
spoke of noting the value of deep-root­ 
ing cover-crops that fertilize and aerate 
the soil as their roots decoy, 
stating 
that this was one form of overcoming 
a clogged condition caused by cultivat- 
inw when it was too wet. 
He spoke of 
the splendid results received by mulch­ 
ing heavily an old orchard in Arlington 
that was planted in red clay, stick soil, 
where 
plow 
sole had 
become so bad 
that it was practically impervious to 
water. 
This grove had been 
mulched 
with ulfalfa to the rate of three bales 
to the tree the first year and two bales 
the second. In two years tho plow sole 
has been 
destroyed b y the 
beneficial 
bacteria 
working beneath 
the 
mulch, 
and the soil takes water and fertilizer 
in a most satisfactory w a y 


Many orchards in Southern Califor­ 
nia hope bcjjji planted 
vin fine, d^Ap, 
loose soil, and! had taken' advantage^of 
this condition i n the early years and 
had sent their principle roots down to 
a considerable depth, 
Afterwards, tho 
ranchers had cultivated in the wrong 
fashion; had formed a plow-sole and an 
impervious condition by packing down 
tho soil when it was too wet, and the 
result is a slow starvation of tho feed­ 
ers that are deep in the soil. 
Much of 
the non-productiveness or orchards can 
lirectly be traced to this source, Baid 
Prof. Mertz. 


In forming a dust mulch by cultiva­ 
tion tho trouble is not found in the first 
five 
inchos, ho said, but in tho 
next 
foot, where tho horses' hoofs have suck­ 
ed down in the mud, and tho cultiva­ 
tor has formed a hard packing. The 
soil i s disintegrated, or defloculatod, 
and when tho next irrigation is ajiplied 
the water finds a cemented condition, 
which grows worse as the practice of 
cultivating when i t i s too wet goes on 
through tho season and succeeding sea­ 
sons. 


It may be that the rancher is anxious 
to cultivate at a certain time after ir­ 
rigation because of the fact that 
his 
teams are available at that time. I t 
is hotter to let teams lie idle than to 
cultivate when 
the soil i s not 
ready, 
the speaker said. 
The rancher will be 
making money by allowing his teams 
to lie idle until the proper time conies. 
One of the biggest 
reasons why 
tho 
l.eflingwell ranch has made such a suc­ 
cess of their orchard tractors is that 
they were able to wait until 
exactly 
tho right time for cultivation and then 
do the work up rapidly. 


The speaker also had something to 
say about the other extreme of waiting 
too long after an irrigation before cul­ 
tivating, 
but ho placed his greatest 
emphasis on tho matter of getting into 
tho orchard too soon after 
irrigation. 
Tho rancher i s able to determine 
for 
himself by observation just when is the 
proper time to begin to form his dust 
mulch.

FROM JOB TO JOB AROUND 
THE WORLD 


By Alfred 0. B. Fletcher. 


CHAPTEB IV. 


The Asia proved to be a good ship, 
and plowed her way across the Pacifle 
4ii fine style. From one of the educated 
Japanese on board, we obtained a pros­ 
pective itlnorary. 
We made arrange­ 
ments with Mr. A. Miyawaki, a young 
American-educated Japanese, who was 
returning t o his native land after an 
absence of eight years, to accompany 
us for ten days. He was a charming 
little fellow and had been assistant in 
dairying at the Kansas state agricul­ 
tural experiment station. 


There are two ways'-of traveling in 
Japan—one in luxury as a tourist, the 
ether in discomfort as a tramp. What 
on earth is there so vulgar as the af­ 
fluent, 
loud-voiced, 
inquisitive, 
lazy, 
coin-displaying tcjuristt He splashes 
through Europe or the Orient with a 
Saeker in one hand and a ten dollar 
bill or its equivalent in the other, 
glances patronizingly at the cathedrals 
and temples, eats a near-native meal 
specially arranged for him by the tour­ 
ist a gens, puts up at the 
expensive 
European or American hotels—and im­ 
agines that he haB seen all there is to 
see. 
Nearly every tourist, on arriving 
in Japan, goes direct to an Occidental 
hotel, where he lives in western fashion 
and luxury at western prices, and sel­ 
dom,, if ever, comes in contact with the 
native. 


Richardson and I were not tourists; 
we wore refined tramps, with the em­ 
phasis on the "refined." 
We decided 
to avoid the American and European 
hotels for two reasons—first, for econ­ 
omy; and second, for the interesting 
things we could see and learn. The man 
is fortunate who can get off without 
paying eight yen (four dollars) a day 
at the average western hotel in the 
oriental city, while around the corner 
at a Japanese inn it is possible,to get 
a room and two meals for from one to 
three yens a day. 
There is not the 
same amount of comfort and luxury, 
of course, as is offered by the occidental 
hotel, but- there is a thousand times 
more ^interest. 


Well, the Asia arrived in Tokio bay, 
, and the city of Yokohama loomed up 
^'before us. We- tdok-'a- rickshaw each,- 
''from among the hundred or.more that 
were waiting at the pier, and set off 
iip the street. Our Japanese friend ac­ 
companied us. Our rickshaw drew up to 


•a. Japanese xnn, where Mayawaki soon 
made arrangements for our rooms. We 
sat down on the little porch, took off 
our "shoes—leaving them on the side­ 
walk along with a.scoro of others—and 
put on a pair of slippers. 
After we 
•were robed in. kimonas, a dainty little 
maid pattered in with a tray load of 
provisions. She knelt down and spread 
before us the evening meal. Bice rep­ 
resented the bulk of the food, 
and 
there were raw fish, a bowl of soup 
with an egg in it, a dish of boiled bam­ 
boo shoots, a plate of sweetened beans, 
and a little receptacle containing some 
black sauce. The meal concluded with 
several small bowls of tea. Richardson 
and I flew at the assortment almost like' 
animals; we were so hungry. The little 
maid was ampsed at our awkward ef­ 
forts to manipulate the chop sticks. We 
found rice especially hard to handle 
with these two unfamiliar 
strips of 
wood. 


Life in a Japanese hotel is a con­ 
tinual round of novelties and interest­ 
ing 
experiences to the uninitiated 
western traveler. 
Before entering, the 
guest must remove his shoes. With a 
pair of .house-slippers to replace them, 
he is ushered into his room, a compart­ 
ment without any furniture except a 
Japanese screen and a picture or two. 
In winter there may be a stove, which 
consists of a small circular receptacle, 
resetting a jardiniere, containing a few 
live pieces of charcoal. As soon as the 
guest, is in his room the proprietor en­ 
ters with a blank form, which has to 
be filled up, and which gives a com 
plete record of the new arrival, his 
age, occupation, home, reasons for be­ 
ing away, destination, etc. This infor- 
ation is turned over by the inn-koeper 
to the chief of police, and thus a close 
watch is kept on every visitor to a 
Japanese city. After this formality, the 
maid enters the room with a kiiaona 
and, if you give her a chance, will com­ 
pletely 
disrobe 
you. 
There are no 
chairs; nothing but a little mat upon 
which you coil yourself up, tailor-fash­ 
ion. 
There are no beds; the sleeping 
appliances consist of a thin 
mattress 
and quilt, which are spread out on the 
floor at bedtime, each night, and taken 
up again in the morning, to be placed 
in compartments in the wall of the 
room. There is no dining-table; in its 
place is a little tray,* sometimes ele­ 
vated on legs, brought in from the kit­ 
chen at meal time. There are no knives, 
forks, spoons, or pj|tes. In fact, every­ 
thing that,one would expect to find in 
a hotel is missing, and some other device 
takes its place. 
Probably the moat 
unusual feature to the western traveler 
is the accommodation for taking a 


more rouid little wooden tubs, whero 
men, women, and children all gather at 
the same time and unconcernedly per- 
for their daily ablutions. 
This, briefly, is the arrangement which 
the traveler finds when he stays at a 
Japanese hotel. I t was as much of a 
novelty for Richardson and me as for 
the Japanese to have us as guests. We 
often encountered considerable difficul­ 
ty in convincing the proprietor that we 
| really wished to stay at his hotel. In 
addition to the handicap of carrying 
on a conversation without the use of u 
language (for we knew nothing of Jap­ 
anese) we frequently had to overcome 
the hotel man's notion that we were 
trying to play an elaborate joke on 
him. 
Once in the hotel we were con­ 
stantly the center of attraction and 
social interest, not only to those em­ 
ployed about the place, but also to the 
other guests. 


Such a thing as privacy is unknown 
in Japan. Everyone knows everybody 
else's business, and little or no attempt 
is made at secrecy. 
The walls of a 
Japanese house are built of thick paper 
or very thin wood, and intimate con­ 
versation in one room can be plainly 
heard in the next. 


Tokio is but a few hours' ride from 
Yokohama. 
We arrived at the busy 
Shimbashi station, and in a few mo­ 
ments were lodged in our second Jap 
anese hotel. I t was at this hotel that 
I upset all the social regulations of the 
country by using soap in the bath tub. 
As the same tub of water is often used 
by all the guests in the hotel, it is con­ 
sidered a great breach of etiquette to 
climb into the bath and soap one 's body 
in a civilized manner. -This soaping pro­ 
cess is supposed to be carried out prior 
to. getting into the tub and the body 
must be thoroughly rinsed by means of 
dippers or basins before entering the 
bath for a final soak. I was not aware 
of these minute details of Japanese 
procedure, and wont at this cleansing 
operation in the "Saturday 
n i g h t " 
fashion customary in America. The re­ 
sult was that the succeeding batherr 
had to wash in soap-suddy water. I 
•was completely ostracized. 
V 'We were fortunate .to visit' Japan 
during, the season when the cherry 
1 


blossoms wore in full 
flower. 
Unnci 
park, probably the most popular resort 
in Tokio, was a forest of these trees, 
laden with millions of sweet-scented 
flowers. 
Thousands of people gathered 
each afternoon in this park to r6st and 
enjoy the beauty of the blossoms for 
which Japan is famous. 


It was there I decided to give up 
smoking. I had paused on one of the 
walks, and was rolling a cigaret with 
some tobacco I had smuggled into the 
country, when a Japanese 
policeman 
camo up to mo and, with a few words 
which I did not understand, 
uncere­ 
moniously took the tobacco from me. 
I stood half-stunned with surprise, but 
scon realized ray tobacco was subject 
to confiscation, disregarding a warning 
given me by a Japanese passenger on 
the steamer coming across. I had pre­ 
viously tried the cigarets sold in the 
native shops, but could not become ac 
custqtaied to them. 
Relieved of my 
American supply, I decided to give up 
smoking altogether for a time. Tobacco 
is a government monopoly in Japan, 
and there is a prohibitive duty on for 
eign importations. 


Hospitality, the trait of the oriental, 
compels me to sermonize. 
Occidentals 
—and especially 
Americans—frequent­ 
ly consider that they are superior to 
the rest of the world; we feel that our 
ways are the only ways, that our cus­ 
toms are right and those of other peo­ 
ple are wrong. 
After one has visited 
many oriental countries, however, and 
has had time to learn their points of 
view and understand their ways, one 
begins to doubt the reasonableness and 
feasibility of our customs. 
One cer­ 
tainly gets over the feeble notion that 
our way of doing things is the only 
way. 
We talk a great deal among our­ 
selves of our wonderful hospitality, but 
when compared with the Japanese wo 
don't possess the first principles of this 
virtue. 
In our homes we entertain 
only our friends, but the supreme test, 
of hospitality is when one is willing 
and glad to take in total strangers— 
foreigners, 
perhaps—and 
house and 
feed them as members of the family. 
Imagine an American 
family 
taking 
into their household a pair of strange 
Japanese who were traveling through 
the city! 
But this is exactly what the 
Japanese did to Richardson and myself 
in many instances. Absolute strangers 
to us and we to them, they never­ 
theless extended to UH some cordial in­ 
vitations to come to their homes and 
enjoy 
their 
hospitality 
indefinitely. 
Many of these invitations we accepted, 
and-always departed full of amazement 
nt the wonderful kindness we received. 


Kyoto is the gem of Japan. It is a 
city of six hundred thousand inhabi­ 
tants, only fifty of whom are foreign­ 
ers, and these mostly missionaries. The 


anese charm and has very few of the 
vulgar and commercialized features of 
the west. 


The city was celebrating the seven 
hundredth' anniversary of the Jodo sect 
of the Buddhist religion, and its streets 
were crowded with thousands of people 
from the surrounding small towns and 
country districts. 
All the places of 
worship were thronged with 
pilgrims 
who flowed in and out to bestow their 
gifts and offer up prayers. 


Kissing seems to be largely a west­ 
ern custom, for such a means of show­ 
ing affection is not used in the orient 
except by a mother to her child. It 
was in Kyoto that Richardson and I 
though it would be a good idea to in­ 
troduce this practice into Japan. While 
buying provisions each day in the bak­ 
ery, grocery, and fruit shop, we would 
slyly creep up and place our lips to 
the rosy cheeks of the 
shop-keeper's 
wife or daughter. 
They hardly knew 
how to .take the salutation, but none of 
them was offended. 


While in Kyoto Richardson and I 
put up at the native Y.M.C.A. building, 
which had just been completed. We 
occupied an unfurnished room, which 
was placed at our disposal, free of 
charge, by the advisory secretary, an 
American. 
We slept on the floor, quite 
accustomed now to tho absence of fur­ 
niture.! 


One morning Richardson casually re­ 
marked that the American 
secretary 
had offered him a teaching job in China 
and that he had "turned it down." 
" W h y did you do t h a t ? " I inquired. 
"Because I did not want to scpnrato 
from you," was Richardson's reply. 


"Nonsense!" I said. " I f we, wait 
until we get comfortable 
berths to­ 
gether in tho same town, we shall never 
get 
anywhere. 
Open up the matter 
again and land the job if you can." 


Although each of us still had plenty 
of the money which we hnd accumu­ 
lated in Hawaii, we were quite willing 
to work for a short time, and become 
better acquainted with the placo and 
its people. 
So Richardson took up the 
matter agnin with tho Y.M.C.A. secre­ 
tary, and duly obtained tho position. 
It was to teach in a middle or high 
school in Tientsin, at a salary of seven­ 
ty dollars a month. 


I agreed to accompany him to Tient­ 
sin, and from there go on through China 
alone, meeting several months later in 
Manila. 
Before leaving Japan, how­ 
ever, we get into serious trouble.

America is such a great big country, 
and provides such a lot of everything 
imaginable t o work with, that one nood 
not be surprised at there being a huge 
amount of waste. Such waste there will 
be, I suppose, until the population be­ 
gins to make some sort of show of fill­ 
ing up the land. Then we shall have 
more care for ways and means. To give 
a concrete example of what I mean, I 
have only to look at the citrus indus­ 
try. 
Round about me are thousands of 
acres of land which havo tho appear­ 
ance of being wastefully used. I might 
perhaps say that they are earning only 
a part of what they could be earning. 
At present they carry citrus trees only, 
though they might, with good results, 
be carrying other sources of income as 
well. I would add that tho majority 
of tho people who own thorn probably 
have a l l their eggs in one basket. 
One 
killing frost would mean ruin t o many, 
distress to more, dislocation of trade 
and lack of work for great numbers. 
There are. o f courso, innnj£ wealthy 
folk who have their groves, and love 


to live in thorn, who would not suffer, 
but they d o not ropresent tho renl well- 
being of tho district. That is seen in 
the general average success of tho man 
with five, ten, or porhnps n few more 
acres, who is working hard to mnko n 
living. 
When the frost 
comes, what 
happens t o him, and through him t o 
everybody else engaged in work in a 
citrus country? 
The answer is only t o o 
well known. Now 1 do not for a mo­ 
ment claim to hnvo something to offer 
which will tnke the place of the dam­ 
aged or destroyed crop, but'T do-any 
that an orange grove can curry more 
kinds of money-makers than one. 
In plain English: 
1. A ten-aero grove can carry 7fi0 
fowls. 
' 2. 
They will find n large part of 
their living at no expense t o you. 


3. 
Even minute forms of insect life, 


so many o f which arc harmful t o your 
trees, d o not escape the eyo of! a hungry 
hen. 


4. 
Thoy 
will 
cultivato 
your 
Boil 
more perfectly, and far more economi­ 
cally than you can—provided it is not 
too heavy. 
Only this woek I BUW a 
,-nieco of grove, carrying trees,Jull of. 
fruit of the finest quality, which had 
not boon cultivated for eight years, ex­ 
cept by poultry.

A. X>. SHAMEL SUMS UP WORK OF SEVERAL YEARS IN AP­ 
PLYING TREE-RECORDS IN ORCHARDS — ELIMINATES THE 
TREE THAT RIDES ALONG ON 
THE OOOD 
TALENTS OF 
OTHERS—IT OORREOTS BT BUDDING THE/DRONE INTO A 
WORKER, AND GRADUALLY DOES AWAY WITH THE MANY 
VARIATIONS FROM OOOD TYPES. 


Editor'B Note.—This article Is per­ 
sonally prepared for this newspaper 
from Mr. Shamel's discussion of the 
enbject at the recent citrus institute. 
The importance of his work Is shown 
in that, since the publication of his 
first article, printed - several years ago* 
in this newspaper, practically all large 
growers have adopted the method of 
keeping records on individual citrus 
tree performance.

lli.H mime and work are well 
known to all citrus growers now, a n d 
reports of h i s work h a v e appeared re­ 
peatedly in this newspaper. This news­ 
paper printed his first report on " i n ­ 
dividual 
tree 
p e r f o r m a n c e " 
several 
y e a r s ago, and a t a time when 
little 
publicity had been given this 
subject 
in this state. 


Bhamul 
first 
wins the attention of 
evcryono b y his unbounded enthusiasm, 
a characteristic spoken of b y Dean H. 
J, W e b b e r in roferVing t o hjhn. 
B u t i t 
i s n o t t h e enthusiasm of • o r i e ' w h o h a s 
found a n e w t o y . Too much of our in­ 
vestigation i n sciences i n t h e U n i t e d 
S t a t e s is either based on the necessity 
for a t t r a c t i n g attention, as is the la­ 
m e n t a b l e case in much of the endowed 
college work. Hhamc] has been following 
one line of work for years, only vary­ 
i n g it b y an investigation 
of 
varied 
crops, a n d in varied localities, l i e is a 
believer in the eflleieney of the small 
unit, t h a t liiukus for well-founded suc­ 
cess in the a g g r e g a t e . 


One man on the pay-roll of n business 
who does n o t earn his way, but spends 
t h e money of the firm, places profits in 
jeopardy.

tion of crop-producing.

In speaking before the recent citrus 
institute, Mr. Shamel said t h a t the im­ 
portance of the a m o u n t and quality of 
the production in an orchard, to pro­ 
fitable citrus culture, is frequently over­ 
looked. 
W e arc; prone to blame t h e 
m a r k e t 
conditions for all our losses, 
and for the unprofitable 
conditions in 
some of our groves. In public a n d pri­ 
vate discussions, he said, we frequently 
hear the m a r k e t i n g side of t h e business 
given all tho credit, or the blame, for 
the money returns to the orchards. W e 
h a v e 
heard 
some 
u n f o r t u n a t e 
citrus 
growers severely criticize m a r k e t con­ 
ditions, who do not produce an average 
of one [lacked box of fruit to each full- 
bearing tree, and w h o give their orch­ 
ards little if uny of .their personal caro 
ntid attention. 


On t h e other hand, he said, our ob­ 
servations show t h a t where reasonable 
production is obtained, the business of 
growing citrus fruits h a s usually been 
profitable. 
W e desire t o point out i n 
this discussion, he said, some of tho 
f a u l t s t h a t h r o shown in low a n d in­ 
ferior orchard 
production, 


There is one i m p o r t a n t factor i n the 
citrus iridustry V h i c n is j u s t 
b e g i n n i n g ' 
to receive some a t t e n t i o n , We believe 
i t t o be a factor moro 
fundamentally 
i m p o r t a n t 
t h a n a n y other. 
I t is t h e 
characteristics a n d h a b i t s ' ' o f 
b e a r i n g 
of t h e individual tree i n tho orchard. 


California growers are peculiarly for­ 
t u n a t e in h a v i n g a few varieties which 
h a v e been proven by experience to be 
rulapted 
to our conditions. 
We have 
found 
one superior 
winter 
and one 
Hummer variety of oranges. 
We have 
two 
varieties of lemons and one of 
grape-fruit. 
This fact h a s been largely 
instrumental, we believe, in building 
up a reputation for California 
citrus 
fruits 
througlit 
t h e 
production 
b y 
s t a n d a r d varieties of s t a n d a r d crops of 
fruit, the speaker said. 


'Phis means t h a t the consumers aro 
able to recognize a California 
w i n t e r 
and summer orange, a California lemon, 
and a California. grapefruit. 
T h e ad­ 
v a n t a g e to tho m a r k e t can hardly bo 
ovor-estimatod. 


While thoy havo solved t h e problems 
of varieties suited t o their conditions, 
it h a s been found t h a t , owing to b u d

variation, m a n y strains of these varie­ 
ties h a v e come t o b e established in our 
groves. 
Most of these strains arc in­ 
ferior from the commercial standpoint, 
both as regards a m o u n t a n d quality. 
T h e r e is an average of twenty-five per 
cent of trees in t h e California 
citrus 
orchards of the inferior, and in m a n y 
cases, worthless strains. 


The loss due t o t h e presence of these 
inferior strains in orchards, where sta­ 
tistics a r e available for study, is about 
$100 per acre annually. 
W e feel 
sure 
t h a t in some cases t h e loss is higher 
t h a n this, while in a few cases where 
definite 
knowledge is available, i t is 
shown t o be less. W e feel safe in say­ 
ing t h a t t h e a v e r a g e loss is a b o u t $100, 
he said. 


M a n y 
growers 
will 
perhaps 
d o u b t 
this. 
W e do not a s k you t o t a k e our 
word for it. 
Indeed, we hope you will 
not do so, for w e w a n t you to investi­ 
g a t e a n d determine for yourselves. W e 
k n o w t h a t sooner or later this 
m a t t e r 
of individual t r e e knowledge will be­ 
come an essential factor in improving 
the production of our groves. Most of 
our 
leading 
citrus 
growers a r e now 
keeping tree records in all or p a r t of 
their orchards. M o s t of the growers of 
small acreage a r e n o t doing so. I t is 
to them t h a t we wish t o appeal.' T h e 
growers of large acreages, w i t h 
their 
own picking crews a n d systematic or­ 
ganizations, h a v e found 
practical a n d 
economical methods of keeping tree rec­ 
ords. 
E v e r y 
large 
orchard we h a v e 
record of, employs men whose business 
it is to look after t h e individual trees 
in a n attempt, t o m a k e all of t h e trees 
produce a profitable crop. T h e growers 
of small acreages cannot afford, a s a 
rule, to hire such tree specialists. W e 
believe, however, t h a t t h r o u g h coopera­ 
tive effort, the growers of small acre­ 
ages can achieve the same results, said 
Mr. Shamel. 


A S S O C I A T I O N RECORDS. 


In many cases t h e picking of small 
orchards is being done b y trained pick­ 
ing crews, managed by an association 
of growers. 
I t h a s been demonstrated 
fully 
t h a t 
this 
method of picking is 
superior to t h a t 
where 
every 
grower 
picks his own orchard. The m a r k e t i n g 
of a large portion of the California crop 
is being

the

to m a r k e t alone. W h y not also coopera­ 
tive methods to increase production? 


One of the practical methods for im­ 
proving the crop is t h e elimination; of 
t r e e s of inferior strains. Growers h a v e 
adopted 
s t a n d a r d varieties, a n d there 
remains one further step, t h e standard­ 
i z i n g op t h e strains w i t h i n t h e varie­ 
ties.

There a r e t w o p r i m a r y objects touhe. 
a t t a i n e d b y individual 
tree 
records. 
F i r s t , t h o location of the trees which 
should 
receive 
careful, individual a t ' 
tention, such as top-working, pruning, 
t r e a t m e n t of disenses or pests, removal 
altogether, or similar care. 
Second, tho 
location 
of trees where 
reliable 
b u d s 
can be secured for top-working, or for 
propagation in other wnys. While it is 
true t h a t some of t h e most undesirable 
trees can be l o c a t e d ' t h r o u g h 
system­ 
atic inspection, we belFcve t h a t tho Ojdy 
safe plan is to find such trees through 
individual tree records of actual pro­ 
duction. Our experience has been t h a t 
when 
growers use a c t u a l tree 
records 
for the selection of trees, they 
refuse 
to use a n y other means for this 
pur­ 
pose. 


It is also possible t h a t some growers 
can pick out, offhand, particularly good 
trees from which reliable buds can be 
obtained. W e havo failed as yet to find 
anyone whose work along this lino w a s 
not 
opefi 
t o criticism. 
I n 
live-stock 
breeding, such i m p r o v e m e n t in breed­ 
ing h a s been accomplished b y " n a t u r a l 
b r e e d e r s , " b u t wo feel sure t h a t t h e 
greatest 
improvement 
in 
established 
breeds h a s been brought about b y tho 
registry system. 
I n dairy cattle, most, 
if not all of the g r e a t breeds wero es­ 
tablished before tho Babcock test w a s 
i n v e n t e d . 
The m a i n t e n a n c e and im­ 
provement of these 
breeds, 
however, 
has been accomplished largely 
through 
the assistance of tho Babcock test, 
I n 
m a n y 
ways the Babcock 
test 
corres­ 
ponds 
almost 
exactly 
w i t h 
t h e treo 
t e s t s . 
Cow-testing 
associations 
a r e 
coming t o be almost universal. W e sin­ 
cerely 
hope 
t h a t 
tree-testing 
associa­ 
tions, or tree-tests b y associations of 
growors, will become equally universal. 
T R E E - R E C O R D E S S E N T I A L S . 


T h e essentials of troo-record keeping 


are, 
first—all of the trees must be given 
individual numbers. 
Second—a record 
must bo kept of tho fruit 
from 
each 
tree. I t will cost, with ordinary labor, 
a b o u t one cent to number each treo. 
Tho 
number 
should 
consist of 
three 
p a r t s — t h e 
number of the block, tho 
number of the row, and the number of 
the treo in tho row, counting 
always 
from some fixed point, preferably, tho 
irrigation head. 
T h e numbers can bo 
painted 
oil the tree-trunks 
i n 
most 
cases, w i t h ordinary white-lead 
paint. 
They can be painted or printed on a 
t a g or pieces of shook nnd h u n k in 
the tree. 
They should nil face to one 
side, in urder to make it easy to find 
them. 


The 
cost 
of tree-record 
keeping is 
little or no greater than the cost of or­ 
dinary 
picking would be without the 
addition of the record-keeping, provid­ 
ing this work is systematized along the 
lines here suggested.
